Walsenburg, Colo., April 29 .—Heavy 
fighting at the Walsen mine is in 
progress. 
Militiamen and guards on 
Water Tank hill battled with a strong 
force of strikers on the “hog back,’’ 
west of Walsen camp. 
Henry Floyd, a Walsenburg black­ 
smith, was shot and instantly killed 
while riding a motorcycle on the Pu­ 
eblo road near the “hog hack." 
A 
young woman in the rear seat was in­ 
jured when the unguidcd machine 
plunged to the ground. 
The fighting at the Walsen mine be­ 
gan soon after the McNally mine ha« i 
been captured by the strikers and its 
defenders driven out. The 75 Walsen 
guards took their stand on "Water 
Tank hill,” above the mine,'where a 
powerful searchlight was operated. 
A heavy fire from the strikers on 
surrounding hills wras replied to vig­ 
orously 
by 
the 
guards, 
who 
had 
mounted on the hill two cannon made 
in the company machine shops from 
eight-inch 
shafting 
with 
threc-inch 
holes bored through. 
The fighting last night was furious. 
There was a continuous rattle of rifle 
fire between the guards on the hill 
and the strikers. 
At brief intervals 
the rifle fire was drowned out in the i 
roar of the cannon. 
It was reported . 
that several more home made cannon 
have been added to the battery. 
With the guards on Water Tank j 
hill was a part of the 100 militiamen 
sent to Walsenburg from Ludlow and , 
Denver. 
The rest of the militiamen j 
were held in reserve in Walsen camp, j 
Reports to the headquarters cf the 1 
Victor American Fuel company said 
strikers had fired » upon a detachment j 
of militiamen stationed at the Chand- ! 
ler mine in Fremont county, which ^ oa(l an(l Bridge 
was recaptured from miners when j 
state troops 
under General 
Chase , 
were sent from Ludlow. 
Reinforce- j 
ments were sent from Canon City, ! 
and the firing ceased. 
No casualties I 
were reported.

Washington, April 29 .—Federal cav­ 
alry was ordered into the Colorado ! 
mine strike zone by President Wilson. I 
By proclamation he commanded all j 
persons now disturbing the peace of ! 
that stato to disperse to their homes 
on or before April 30. By his sending 
of troops and by his proclamation he 
announced that h§ 
regarded condi­ 
tions at the coal mines as insurrec­ 
tion. 
Action by thp president followed the 
refusal of John T>. Rockefeller, Jr., 
the principal stockholder in the Color­ 
ado Fuel & Iron company, to have 
that company become a party to arbi­ 
tration proceedings. 
Federal troops were requested by 
Governor Ammons of Colorado, who 
admitted that the state was unable to 
cope with the situation in the regions 
about Trinidad and Canon City. 
White House officials stated that 
the president had acted because all 
parties, 'including the senators and 
representatives from Colorado, the 
mine operators and vthe miners, as 
well as the governor, had asked for 
the federal soldiers. 
The Colorado situation was brought 
to the attention 
of congress again 
when Representative Bryan of W ash­ 
ington introduced a bill declaring that 
a state of anarchy and insurrection 
against the United States exists in 
the state and directing the president 
as commander in-chief of the 
a r m y, to 
use the federal troops Jo restore or­ 
der. 
The bill also provided that the 
president acquire control p f the stocks 
la mining companies affected.

Eccles, W. Ya., April 29.— All hope 
for the rescue alive of the 203 miners 
entombed by an explosion in mines 
Nos. 5 and 6 of the New River Col­ 
lieries company here was abandoned. 
Rescuers were unable to force their 
way into the burning shafts. 
Fifty- 
nine men, all burned severely, were 
rescued alive from No. 6 mine and 
are receiving medical treatment in im­ 
provised hospitals. 
Four bodies were 
recovered from the same shaft.

W orking to Subdue Flames. 
The mine is burning fiercely. 
Gov­ 
ernment, state and volunteer rescuers 
am 
working desperately to subdue 
the flames. 
No. 5 mine apparently is completely 
shut off from the surface and rescuers 
hold out little hope of reaching the 
large number of men entombed there 
in time. 
The explosion occurred In mine No. 
5. 
The two shafts of this mine were 
demolished. 
It is believed the explo 
sion traveled through this mine into 
No. 6. 
One shaft of the latter mine 
was wrecked, but the other remains 
intact and was the salvation of at 
least fifty-nine of the workmen. 
Cause of Explosion Unknown, 
The cause of the explosion has not 
been ascertained, and perhaps will 
never he known. The New River com­ 
pany operates six mine3 at Eccles. 
Nos. 6 and 5 connect. 
At 2:30 in the 
afternoon there was a slight explosion 
in No. 6, followed by another slightly 
greater shock in No. 5 ten minutes la­ 
ter, and shortly after the valley shook 
with the third blast in No. 6. The tim­ 
bers over the main shaft, the ventila­ 
tors and the cages were shot to the 
sky and deposited far up the hillside. 
The 
Virginian 
railway 
suspended 
traffic and rushed a rescue crew of the 
I Pawama Coal & Coke company at Mat-! 
1 oake, several miles away, with a num- 
I ber of physicians and nurses. 
The superintendent also called for 
help from Beckley, another point on 
the Virginia railroad, hut the Matoaks 
crew, in charge of the federal mine 
rescue ear, were the first to arrive. 
The crew set to work manfully, but 
were greatly hampered in their work 
by the flames and the half-crazed wom­ 
en and children who crowded the en­ 
trances and endangered their lives 
near the flame-belching fissures. 
The 
rescuers cleared No. 6 mine and then 
started to reach No. 5 through the con­ 
necting walls of No. 6. 
The 
work is 
progressing slowly. 
The complete list of the dead could 
not be obtained at this time. 
They 
are composed ’of Americans, 
white 
men, negroes, Slavs, Hungarians and 
Italians.

The exploded mines were opened 
about five years ago by the present 
owners, 
the 
Guggenhetm 
interests. 
This is their first accident since they 
started operation.

than a thousand American refugees 
stepped on shore when the quarantine 
was lifted on the convoy Dixie, the 
collier Cyclops, and the steamship Fs- 
pernnza, which brought

from 
Mexico.
